Bell provides a device to keep part of pants, shoes and socks clean while lawn 
trimming with a trimmer and is able to be disposed by the user after use (figure 3, 
identifiers 20. 22, 24, 25 and 53: column 2. lines 40-61). 

Nissenbaum provides a device to keep part of pants, shoes and socks clean and 
dry (figures 1-7, identifier 10: column 1, lines 41-63). The device of Nissenbaum is able

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to keep the pants, shoes and socks clean while lawn trimming with a trimmer. Further, 
the device of Nissenbaum is able to be disposed by the user after use.
